| GANS STARTS TROUBLE AT GOLDFIELD

| Goldfield, Nev.,, Aug. 25.—Much surprise was created here this afternoon by
the announcement that Gans had said that under no circumstances will he ap-
pear in the ring on Labor day before 4 o'clock in the afternoon, emphatically de-
claring that the articles of agreement did not state what hour the fight would
begin He assert that he would take at least an hour after weighing in before
putting on his gloves to meet his opponent. Further, he said:

“I have given everything so far to these fellows and this is an opportunity
which I intend to take advantage of.”

Gans’ trainer baacked up Gans' declaration regarding his rights in the prem-
|| ises by stating that when Gans fought Joe Walcott a little over two years ago
|| the latter did not make his appearance in the ring for three quarters of an hour
1 after weighing in.

“Walcott stalled us on that occasion.” said McDonald, “by saying he had two
‘left’ shoes, and took most of the time which intervened to secure a ‘right’ one.
In this case we make our position clear before the fight. so that there mayw

: be no misunderstanding. Gans will not appear in the ring to fight Nelson un-
til 4 o'clock the afternoon of Sept. 3.”

It is, however, allowable to dispense
with the second umpire at the discretion
of the two institutions involved.

The length of the game has been short-
ened by ten minutes, making the
halves each thirty minutes in length

The line of serimmage for each side is
an imaginary line parallel to the goal line
and passing through that point of the
ball nearest the side’'s own goal line. It
will be noted that there thus two
lines of scrimmage, one each team,
and the two teams are thus separated
the length of the ball.

The snapper-back must place the bail
flat upon the ground with its long axis
at right angles to the line of scrimmage.

It has also been provided that a player
to be on the line of serimmage must have
| both hands or both feet up to or within
| one foot of this line. Or he must have
one foot and the opposite hand up to or
within one foot of it. He must also stand
with both feet outside the outside foot
of the player next to him unless he be
one of the two men standing on either
side of the snapper-back, in which case
| he may lock legs with the snapper-back.

A player attempting to make a fair
| catch must signal his intention by raising
| his hand clearly above his head while ad-
vancing toward the ball.

Further addition has been made to the
rule regarding ““down.” That is, that the
referee shall blow his whistle whenever
any portion of the person of the runner
with the ball, except his hands or feet,
touches the ground while he is in the
grasp of an opponent. The ball is also
“down" when, as specified in the rules,
it goes across the goal line on a kick
which has struck the ground in the field
of play, except the Kkick-off, and also
when it goes over in the same manner
from a forward pass,

The rule regarding foul play has been
amplified and specifically covers striking
with the fist or elbow, kneeing, kicking,
meeting with the knee by any player, or
striking with the locked hands by linemen
when they are breaking through.

Furthermore, a player on defense is for
bidden to strike in the face with the
heel of the hand an opponent who is car-
rving the ball.

These offenses are punishable not only
by disqualificgtion of the plaver, hut aiso

Tripping and tackling the runner when
clearly out of bounds, piling up on
player after the referee has declared the
ball dead, hurdling, and other acts of
unnecessary roughness, are punigshable by
a five yvard loss. Unsportsmanlike con-
duct,, abusive or insulting language to op-
ponents or offiicals is punishable by sus-
pension for the remainder of the game

It is provided that a tackler who has
fairly tackled a runner above the knee
shall not be penalized if he slides down
below the knee after making the tackie.

All the officlals are expected to penalize
offenses enumerated under unnecessary
roughness, unsportsmanlike conduct, and
disqualification.

On penalties that would carry the ball
to or across the goal line, where formerly
the distance has been halved, the ball wiil
now be placed at the one yard line.
